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In July-August the Drs. A. S. Lele} (AL) and S. Yu. Storozhenko (SS) during 
International Kuril Island Project (IKIP) visited the Shikotan Il. and Habomai Ils. and 
collected here the insects including ants. Before that only Myrmica ruginodis kotokui was 
known from Habomai (Zelenyi II.) and 14 species was listed from Shikotan Il [1]. The list of 
eight species is given below. The ants firstly reported for the islands Anuchina, Tanfil'eva 
and Iury. The distribution of other species is enlarged. New records in the distribution is 
asterisked (*). The symbol "%" is used for the workers.
